The apo stle say s there is o ne Go d, o ne Lo rd, o n 
Spirit, o ne 
bo dy , o ne faith, o ne baptism, o ne ho pe. In a strang e way he named 
the nu mber sev en. Sev en is a sacred Bible nu mber. We read o f 
the sev enn g o lden candlesticks in the bo o k o f Rev elatio n; we read 
o f the sev en chu rch, s o f Asia;we read o f the beast o f pro phecy 
hav ing sev en heads and ten ho rn.-. Sev en is indeed a sacred nu m­ 
ber. Under this heading we hav e a su mmatio n o f the 2’elig io n o f 
Christ. While there mig ht be o ther heading s u nder which Christi­ 
anity co u ld be arrang ed, these sev en are su fficient. Ev ery thing in 
the relig io n o f Christ can be classified u nder o ne o f these head­ 
ing s. When the Bible speaks o f o ne Go d, it means there is bu t o ne. 
He is the ev erlasting Father, the Creato r, the o mnipo tent and the 
o mniscient Go d. There is no o ther in all the u niv erse. When the 
apo stle mentio ns the o ne Lo rd, he means there is o nly o ne Lo rd 
•and Sav io r. Christ is pictu red fo r u s u nder the heading o f the lily 
o f the v alley , the brig ht and mo rning star. He fs called the Su n 
o f rig hteo u sness who sho u ld arise with healing in his beams. He 
is the lio n o f the tribe o f Ju dah. He is the Lamb o f Go d who taketh 
away the sins o f the wo rld. He is the Alpha and Omeg a, the be­ 
g inning and the end. He is Pro phet and Priest and King . 
As a 
pro phet, he speaks fro m Go d; as a priest, he meditates between 
mankind and Deity ; and as a king , he reig ns o v ey the king do m o f 
the Lo rd. He fs the Emmanu el— that is, Go d with u s. He is called 
the So n o f man. He is the pro to ty pe o f u nfu lfilled hu manity . He 
is the archety pal man. In Him, o u r hu manity reaches its apex in 
g lo ry o f ideals and beau ty o f life. As the So n o f man, he is repre­ 
sentativ e o f all that is best in o u r frail hu manity ; and as the So n

Jesu s Christ mediated it and died to bring it abo u t. 
The Ho ly 
Spirit co mes into the scene fo r man’s salv atio n by g u iding the 
apo stles into all tru th and thro u g h them rev ealing the clear o u t­ 
line o f the New Testament chu rch. 
The Ho ly Spirit is the 
rev ealer

Hence, when the apo stles preached, it was the Ho ly Spirit preach­ 
ing thro u g h them. They spake “with o ther to ng u es, as the Spirit 
g av e them u tterance.” The Ho ly Spirit had a definite part in the 
co mpletio n and the pro mu lg atio n o f the relig io n o f Jesu s.
